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PREFACE 


This  is  the  third  report  on  the  expenditures  for 
family  living,  income,  and  savings  of  rural  farm 
families  in  the  Western  region  from  the  1960-61 
Survey  of  Consumer  Expenditures.  In  this  report 
the  information  on  famdy  spending  patterns  has 
been  expanded  to  show  in  detail  the  components  of 
consumer  expenditures  that  were  summarized  in 
earlier  reports.  The  first  report,  Consumer  Ex¬ 
penditure  Survey  Report  4  (CES  4),  presented  10 
summary  tables  in  which  consumer  units  were 
classified  by  single  characteristics  of  families.  The 
second  report  (CES  19)  presented  18  summary 
tables  in  which  consumer  units  were  classified  by 
pairs  of  family  characteristics. 

The  nationwide  Survey  of  Consumer  Expendi¬ 
tures  on  which  this  report  is  based  was  a  coopera¬ 
tive  undertaking  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture  (USDA)  and  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics  (BLS)  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Labor.  The  survey  data  were  collected  by  USDA 
from  rural  farm  families,  by  USDA  and  BLS 
jointly  from  rural  nonfarm  families,  and  by  BLS 
from  urban  families.  Comparable  reports  of  data 
for  rural  nonfarm  and  all  U.S.  families  are  avail¬ 
able  from  the  USDA;  reports  for  urban  families, 
from  BLS.  Insofar  as  possible,  the  table  numbers 
and  format  and  the  general  content  of  the  reports 
by  the  two  Departments  have  been  kept  the  same 
for  all  population  groups. 

The  initial  objective  of  this  survey  was  to  obtain 
from  urban  families  of  wage  and  clerical  workers 
detailed  expenditure  data  for  use  by  BLS  in  revis¬ 
ing  the  Consumer  Price  Index,  but  a  cross  section 


of  all  urban  families  was  selected  to  serve  other 
purposes.  Subsequently,  the  survey  was  broad¬ 
ened  to  cover  rural  farm  and  rural  nonfarm  fami¬ 
lies,  to  provide  information  on  a  complete  cross 
section  of  the  U.S.  population  for  the  year  1961. 
Such  data  for  the  U.S.  population  were  last  avail¬ 
able  in  summary  form  for  1941-42,  and  in  detail 
by  regions  for  1935-36. 

The  tabulations  included  in  this  report  are  de¬ 
signed  to  facilitate  the  study  of  the  expenditure 
patterns  of  farm  families  in  relation  to  selected 
socioeconomic  characteristics.  The  tabulations  also 
provide  the  basis  for  comparing  expenditures  of 
farm  and  nonfarm  families.  Spending  patterns 
of  farm  families  in  1961  may  also  be  compared 
with  the  patterns  shown  in  earlier  studies  of  farm 
families.  This  report,  like  the  second  report  (CES 
19) ,  contains  no  analysis  of  the  data. 

Within  USDA,  the  survey  has  been  a  cooperative 
project  of  the  Statistical  Reporting  Service 
(SRS),  the  Economic  Research  Service  (ERS), 
and  the  Agricultural  Research  Service  (ARS). 
SRS  had  primary  responsibility  for  collecting  and 
tabulating  the  data.  The  publications  have  been 
prepared  by  staff  of  Consumer  and  Food  Eco¬ 
nomics  Research  Division  of  ARS,  who  have 
served  as  technical  advisers  on  subject  matter 
throughout  the  study.  Miss  Jean  L.  Pennock  su¬ 
pervised  the  preparation  of  this  report.  Miss 
Minnie  Belle  McIntosh  worked  with  the  Data 
Processing  Center  of  SRS  in  developing  the 
tabulations. 
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NOTES  ON  TABLE  29 


In  table  29,  as  in  earlier  tables  from  the  Survey 
of  Consumer  Expenditures,  receipts  and  expendi¬ 
tures  are  net  figures.  For  example,  if  a  family  re¬ 
ceived  money  or  had  bills  paid  by  an  insurance 
company  for  medical  expenses  or  property  damage, 
only  the  excess  of  expenses  over  payments  by  the 
insurance  company  was  recorded  as  a  family  ex¬ 
pense.  If  the  insurance  payment  was  greater  than 
the  expenses,  the  excess  was  counted  as  “Other 
Money  Receipts”  of  the  family.  Reimbursed  ex¬ 
penditures  were  handled  in  the  same  way.  Money 
inheritances  and  bequests  are  the  net  amounts  that 
the  family  received  after  payment  of  taxes  and 
legal  and  other  expenses  in  connection  with  obtain¬ 
ing  the  money.  Similarly,  family  outlays  for  edu¬ 
cation  do  not  include  the  cash  equivalent  of  non¬ 
cash  scholarships  or  allowances  for  tuition,  etc. 

The  full  purchase  price  to  the  respondent  is  the 
value  tabulated  as  expended.  Interest  on  install¬ 
ment  purchases  is  included  in  the  expenditure.  If 
payment  on  a  purchase  had  not  been  completed  at 
the  end  of  the  survey  year,  the  amount  still  owed 
was  tabulated  as  an  increase  in  liabilities.  Install¬ 
ment  payments  on  goods  purchased  before  the  sur¬ 
vey  year  are  tabulated  as  a  decrease  in  liabilities. 

Insofar  as  possible,  expenses  were  assigned  to 
specific  categories.  If  the  respondent  could  not 
separate  expenses  for  room  and  board,  the  com¬ 
ponents  were  estimated  and  allocated  between  food 
and  housing  when  his  schedule  was  reviewed. 
However,  no  attempt  was  made  to  distribute  ex¬ 
penditures  for  all-expense  tours,  expenses  for  a 
child  at  camp,  and  similar  lump-sum  expenses 
while  away  from  home,  all  of  which  are  classified 
in  the  accompanying  tables  under  Miscellaneous. 

Blanks  across  columns  of  data  for  an  item  indi¬ 
cate  that  no  amounts  were  reported ;  XXX’s  indi¬ 
cate  that  an  entry  for  this  category  would  not  be 
appropriate  or  meaningful.  Minus  signs  ( — )  fol¬ 
lowing  figuras  denote  negative  values. 

This  publication  omits  the  tabulation  of  data 
by  family  size  and  location  within  or  outside 
Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas 
(SMSA’s)  that  is  carried  as  table  30  in  the  com¬ 
parable  urban,  rural  nonfarm,  and  total  urban 


and  rural  publications.  Since  90  percent  of  farm 
families  are  outside  SMSA’s  and  94  percent  are 
comprised  of  two  or  more  persons,  the  distribution 
by  family  size  and  location  results,  on  the  one  hand, 
in  many  cells  too  small  to  carry  the  amount  of 
detail  shown  in  table  30.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
large  cells — all  families  and  single  consumers  out¬ 
side  SMSA’s,  and  families  of  two  or  more  per¬ 
sons  outside  SMSA’s — have  values  very  similar 
to  the  values  for  these  family  size  groups  when 
these  groups  are  not  broken  by  location  in  relation 
to  SMSA’s.  Table  28  in  CES  Report  19  shows  this 
cross-classification  at  the  summary  level  of  detail. 

Because  of  the  very  high  degree  of  variability 
inherent  in  small  cells,  data  for  individual  family 
size  classes  in  table  29  have  not  been  shown  when 
the  number  of  families  in  the  class  in  the  sample 
is  less  than  25.  When  the  class  size  is  25  or 
greater,  all  component  income  class  cells  have  been 
shown,  regardless  of  size.  The  unpublished  data 
are  available  to  analysts  who  desire  to  use  them 
in  combination  with  other  cells.  The  size  of  each 
published  cell  is  shown  at  the  beginning  of  each 
tabulation,  and  it  is  assumed,  that  the  analyst  will 
recognize  the  limitations  of  the  published  values 
for  small  cells. 

The  definitions  and  explanations  of  terms  used 
in  table  29  have  been  limited  to  items  that  are  not 
self-explanatory.  In  general,  terms  are  defined  in 
the  order  in  which  they  appear  in  the  title  or  stub 
of  the  tables.  However,  when  categories  are  sum¬ 
marized  on  the  first  page  of  the  table  and  subse¬ 
quently  are  also  shown  in  finer  detail,  the  definition 
appears  in  the  sequence  of  the  detail. 

For  all  other  information  on  the  sample  and 
survey  methodology,  the  reader  is  referred  to  CES 
Report  4. 

The  reader’s  attention  is  called  again  to  the  fact 
that  the  universe  in  the  farm  segment  of  the  Sur¬ 
vey  of  Consumer  Expenditui*es  is  all  families  and 
single  consumers  living  on  farms.  It  differs  in 
this  respect  from  many  earlier  studies  which  were 
limited  to  farm-operator  families  and  single  farm 
operators.

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DEFINITIONS  AND  EXPLANATIONS 


Family.  The  family,  or  consumer  unit,  refers  to : 
(1)  A  group  of  people  usually  living  together  who 
pooled  their  income  and  drew  from  a  common 
fund  for  their  major  items  of  expense;  or  (2)  a 
person  who  lived  alone  or  in  a  household  with 
others  but  was  financially  independent;  i.e.,  his 
income  was  not  pooled  and  his  expenditures  were 
not  met  from  a  common  fund.  Never-married 
children  living  with  parents  were  always  con¬ 
sidered  as  members  of  the  consumer  unit.  Infor¬ 
mation  was  recorded  for  the  family  as  it  existed  in 
the  survey  year. 

Family  Size.  The  number  of  equivalent,  full- 
year  members,  derived  by  dividing  by  52  weeks 
the  total  number  of  weeks  in  the  survey  year  dur¬ 
ing  which  both  full-year  and  part-year  members 
belonged  to  the  family. 

Full-Time  Earners.  A  count  of  family  members 
who  were  employed  48  weeks  or  more  in  the  survey 
year,  and  for  35  hours  or  more  per  week  in  wage 
and  salary  occupations.  Members  employed  in 
industries  where  customary  full-time  employment 
is  less  than  48  weeks  or  35  hours  per  week  (e.g., 
school  systems  or  airlines)  were  counted  as  full¬ 
time  earners.  The  minimum  hours  requirement 
did  not  apply  to  self-employed  workers  in  an  unin¬ 
corporated  business  or  profession. 

Family  Head.  In  husband-wife  families,  the 
husband  was  considered  the  head.  In  other  types 
of  families,  the  person  recognized  as  the  head  by 
other  family  members  was  so  designated. 

Education  of  Family  Head.  Years  of  school 
completed  during  or  before  the  survey  year  in  an 
elementary  or  high  school  or  a  college,  university, 
or  professional  school.  Eight  years  or  less  corre¬ 
sponds  to  years  or  grades  completed  in  an  elemen¬ 
tary  school ;  9-12  years,  to  the  completion  of  1  to  4 
years  of  high  school;  13-16  years,  to  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  1  to  4  years  of  college ;  and  over  16  years, 
to  postgraduate  work  after  college.  All  persons 
in  the  latter  class  were  recorded  as  having  com¬ 
pleted  17  years  of  school.  Persons  who  did  not 
give  any  information  on  the  extent  of  their  educa¬ 
tion  were  included  in  the  class  “8  years  or  less.” 

Nonwhite.  Negroes,  Indians,  Japanese,  Chinese, 
and  members  of  other  nonwhite  races. 

Account-Balancing  Difference.  The  difference 
between  reported  total  receipts  and  reported  total 
disbursements  arising  from  reporting  errors. 
Total  receipts  consist  of  income  after  taxes,  other 


money  receipts,  and  moneys  or  credit  received 
from  decreasing  assets  or  increasing  liabilities. 
Total  disbursements  consist  of  expenditures  for 
current  consumption,  personal  insurance,  gifts  and 
contributions,  and  outlays  of  money  that  resulted 
in  increasing  assets  or  decreasing  liabilities.  In 
the  accompanying  tables,  the  balancing  difference 
is  obtained  by  subtracting  the  sum  of  consumer 
expenditures,  personal  insurance,  gifts  and  contri¬ 
butions,  and  the  net  change  in  assets  and  liabilities, 
from  the  sum  of  money  income  after  taxes  and 
other  money  receipts.  If  reported  receipts  are 
less  than  disbursements  (including  savings  or  dis¬ 
savings)  ,  the  balancing  difference  is  negative  ( — ) . 

Home  Area.  The  area  in  the  county  or  nearby  in 
which  the  family  customarily  shopped  for  the  com¬ 
modities  used  in  family  living.  As  an  aid  to  ob¬ 
taining  complete  and  accurate  reporting,  the  ques¬ 
tionnaire  included  a  separate  set  of  questions  on 
expenditures  out  of  the  home  area  for  food  and 
meals,  lodging,  public  transportation,  recreation, 
education,  and  all-expense  tours.  In  table  29,  ex¬ 
penses  for  all  of  these  except  education  are  shown 
separately  from  expenses  within  the  home  area. 

Expenditures  for  Current  Consumption  (or 
Current  Living  Expenses).  The  cost  of  goods 
and  services  for  family  living  (including  financ¬ 
ing  charges  and  sales  and  excise  taxes  but  net  of 
trade-in  allowances  or  refunds)  bought  during  the 
survey  year,  whether  or  not  payments  were  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  year.  Consumer  durable  goods 
such  as  automobiles  and  household  equipment  were 
considered  as  consumption  items,  but  purchases 
and  sales  of  homes  were  considered  as  changes  in 
assets.  Family  expenditures  for  items  used  par¬ 
tially  for  business,  such  as  the  home  or  car,  were  ad¬ 
justed  to  exclude  the  amount  chargeable  to  business 
use,  except  that  use  of  the  home  in  the  farm  busi¬ 
ness  was  never  adjusted  for.  The  value  of  food 
and  housing  received  as  pay  and  the  retail  value 
of  goods  and  services  withdrawn  from  a  family- 
owned  business  were  included  as  expenditures,  with 
corresponding  balancing  entries  as  income.  ( See 
Meals  as  Pay,  p.  74,  and  Self-Employment  Income, 
P-  78.) 

Food,  Alcoholic  Beverages,  and  Tobacco : 

Food  Prepared  at  Home.  All  food  purchased 
to  be  served  at  home  or  carried  from  home  in 
lunches,  except  the  estimated  cost  of  food  served 
to  boarders.  ( See  also  Income  From  Roomers  and 
Boarders,  p.  78.) 
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Meals  as  Pay.  Employee’s  estimate  of  the 
value  of  meals  received  as  pay.  Meals  and  rent  as 
pay  (see  Rent  for  Dwelling)  refer  to  food  and 
housing  which  the  employer  agrees  to  provide  as 
a  supplement  to  cash  wage  and  salary  payments; 
e.g.,  meals  for  waitresses,  room  and  board  for 
nurses,  housing  for  ministers  or  apartment  man¬ 
agers.  (See  also  Move'll  Income  Before  Taxes; 
Wages  and  Salaries,  p.  77.) 

Alcoholic  Beverages.  Beer,  ale,  liquors,  and 
wine  served  at  home  or  consumed  in  restaurants, 
bars,  and  other  eating  and  drinking  places.  Some 
expenditures  for  alcoholic  beverages  that  could 
not  be  idenfibed  separately  are  included  with  Food 
Away  F  rom  Home. 

Tobacco.  Cigarettes,  cigars,  pipe  tobacco, 
pipes,  lighters,  and  all  other  smokers’  supplies. 

Housing  (Shelter,  Fuel,  Household  Operations, 
Housefurnishings) : 

Rented  Dwelling: 

Rent  for  Dwelling.  The  net  family  expense 
for  contract  rent  (i.e.,  the  rent  agreed  upon  re¬ 
gardless  of  any  furnishings,  utilities,  or  services 
that  may  be  included)  after  adjustment  for  any 
use  of  the  dwelling  for  business  or  for  receipts  from 
subletting  the  entire  dwelling.  Includes  the  value 
of  rent  as  pay.  (See  Meals  as  Pay,  above.  See 
also  Income  From  Roomers  and  Boarders,  and  In¬ 
come  From  Rents,  p.  78.)  On  rented  farms,  the 
respondent  estimated  the  rental  value  of  the  dwell¬ 
ing.  This  amount  was  treated  as  an  expenditure, 
and  a  balancing  entry  was  added  to  farm  receipts. 

Repairs  on  Rented  Dwelling.  Expenses 
that  were  not  reimbursed  by  the  landlord. 

Special  Fees,  etc.  Bonuses  and  commissions 
paid  to  realtors,  agents,  or  other  persons  to  obtain 
possession  of  a  rental  dwelling. 

Owned  Dwelling  or  Vacation  Home: 

Interest  on  Mortgage.  On  farms,  the  re¬ 
spondent  determined  how  much  should  be  assigned 
to  the  farm  home  and  how  much  to  the  farm 
business. 

Taxes  Due  in  Survey  Year.  On  farms,  the 
respondent  determined  the  division  between  the 
home  and  farm  business. 

Property  Insurance.  Includes  premiums 
paid  during  the  survey  year  on  policies  for  fire 
and  extended  coverage  of  a  dwelling  and  its  con¬ 
tents  or  on  comnrehensive  (homeowners’)  policies. 
The  latter,  in  addition  to  insuring  the  dwelling  and 
its  contents,  provides  personal  liability  protection 


for  the  homeowner  and  his  family,  both  at  home 
and  away  from  home.  Amounts  paid  in  premiums 
covering  more  than  the  survey  year  were  not  pro¬ 
rated.  Excludes  insurance  on  farm  service  build¬ 
ings.  If  the  farm  dwelling  and  service  buildings 
were  covered  by  a  single  premium,  the  respondent 
determined  the  share  that  was  assigned  the 
dwelling. 

Repairs  and  Replacements.  Amounts  spent 
for  labor  and  materials  for  all  types  of  repairs 
and  maintenance.  Costs  of  improvements  (such 
as  added  rooms,  garages,  centrally  installed  air 
conditioning,  etc.),  which  are  considered  as  in¬ 
creases  in  assets,  were  not  included.  (See  Net 
Change  in  Assets,  p.  79.) 

Other  Expenses.  Settlement  and  commis¬ 
sion  costs  paid  at  time  of  the  purchase  or  sale  of 
principal  residence  or  vacation  home,  penalties  to 
pay  off  a  mortgage  early,  ground  rent,  and  other 
expenses  such  as  FHA  mortgage  insurance.  Does 
not  include  mortgage  refinancing  charges. 

Lodging  Out  of  Home  Area.  Rented  vacation 
homes  and  other  lodging  for  family  members  while 
away  from  home  at  school,  work,  or  traveling. 
Includes  expenses  for  room  and  board  combined, 
which  could  not  be  allocated  between  food  and 
lodging  out  of  home  area. 

Other  Real  Estate.  Taxes  and  other  expenses 
on  property  owned  but  not  used  for  family  busi¬ 
ness  and  not  occupied  or  rented ;  e.g.,  a  vacant  lot. 

Fuel,  Light,  Refrigeration,  and  Water:  Ex¬ 
cludes  expenses  that  were  covered  by  contract  rent 
or  by  taxes  on  owner-occupied  homes.  Wherever 
possible,  expenses  for  gas,  electricity,  water,  sew¬ 
age  disposal,  and  garbage  collection  were  reported 
separately,  but  in  some  areas  only  combined  bills 
could  be  reported  because  of  the  way  in  which  bills 
were  rendered  for  these  services. 

Gas.  Delivered  in  mains,  by  tank  truck,  or  in 
containers. 

Sewage  Disposal.  Includes  charges  for 
cleaning  septic  tanks. 

Food  Freezer  Rentals.  Rent  and  service 
charges  for  lockers  for  frozen  food. 

Household  Operations: 

Laundry  Supplies.  Soaps,  detergents, 
bleaches,  starch,  etc. 

Cleaning  Supplies.  Cleansers,  polishes, 
waxes,  scouring  pads,  etc.,  for  housecleaning. 

Household  Paper  Supplies.  Napkins, 
towels,  wax  paper,  foil,  cups  and  plates,  lunch 
bags,  toilet  tissue,  etc. 
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Laundry  and  Cleaning  Sent  Out.  Includes 
all  laundry  sent  out  (clothing  and  household 
linens);  cleaning  of  rugs,  draperies,  etc.;  coin- 
operated  laundry  and  cleaning  machines;  and 
diaper  service.  Excludes  cleaning  of  clothing, 
which  is  included  under  Clothing  Upkeep,  p.  76. 

Domestic  Service.  Includes  wages,  social 
security  payments,  transportation,  gifts,  and  tips 
for  maids  and  other  household  help,  gardeners, 
babysitters,  apartment-house  janitors,  etc.  Ex¬ 
cludes  expenses  for  nursing  care  at  home,  which 
are  included  under  Other  Medical  Care,  page  76. 

Day  Nursery  Care.  Fees  for  child  care  at 
day  nurseries;  excludes  kindergarten  fees,  which 
are  included  with  tuition  and  fees  under  Educa¬ 
tion,  page  77. 

Repairs  of  Furniture  and  Equipment.  In¬ 
cludes  repairing  and  reupholstering  of  furniture; 
and  repairing  and  servicing  of  appliances  and 
equipment  except  radios,  television  sets,  and  musi¬ 
cal  instruments,  which  are  included  under  Recrea¬ 
tion,  page  76. 

Moving,  Freight,  Express,  and  Storage. 

Does  not  include  storage  of  furs  and  other  ap¬ 
parel,  which  appears  under  Clothing  Upkeep,  p.  76. 

Other  Expenses.  Holiday  decorations, 
matches,  candles,  etc.;  fresh  flowers  for  the  house; 
and  flower  and  lawn  seed,  fertilizer,  sprays,  etc. 

Housefurnishings and  Equipment: 

Household  Textiles :  Expenses  for  all  items 
listed  separately  are  for  readymade  or  custom- 
made  articles.  If  materials  for  slipcovers,  draper¬ 
ies,  etc.,  were  bought  separately  to  be  made  either 
by  a  family  member  or  by  someone  for  pay,  the 
expenses  for  the  materials  and  labor  were  in¬ 
cluded  under  Materials  and  Services. 

Other  Readymade  Items.  Shower  cur¬ 
tains,  bath  mats,  washcloths,  dishcloths,  pot 
holders,  dresser  scarves,  mattress  pads,  ironing 
board  covers,  pads  and  rubber  sheeting  for  the 
nursery,  etc. 

Furniture: 

Bedroom.  Includes  standard  bedroom 
furnishings,  and  nursery  cribs,  mattresses,  and 
chests. 

lOther.  Includes  highchairs,  playpens, 
bathinettes,  and  other  nursery  furniture;  filing 
cabinets  and  furniture  not  classified  elsewhere. 

Floor  Coverings.  Divided  into  soft  surface 
(which  includes  rugs  and  carpets  with  nap  of 
wool,  cotton,  or  other  natural  or  manmade  Abel's) 


and  hard  surface  (which  includes  coverings  of 
linoleum,  plastic,  asphalt  tile,  etc.). 

Small  Appliances.  Hotplates,  heaters,  and 
electrical  equipment  such  as  toasters,  frying  pans, 
coffeemakers,  mixers,  irons,  and  fans. 

Housewares.  China,  glassware,  and  flatware 
for  serving  food;  nonelectric  cooking  utensils 
(pots,  pans)  and  kitchenware  (bowls,  spatulas, 
etc.)  for  food  preparation  and  storage;  bottles, 
sterilizers,  etc.  for  the  nursery ;  nonelectric  clean¬ 
ing  equipment  (brooms,  mops,  carpet  sweepers, 
pails,  etc.) ;  and  nonelectric  laundry  equipment 
(clotheslines,  baskets,  tubs,  etc.). 

Miscellaneous  Items: 

Insurance  on  Furnishings,  Equipment,  and 
Apparel.  Premiums  paid  during  the  survey  year 
for  insurance  on  personal  property  not  covered  by 
a  policy  on  the  dwelling.  (See  Property  Insur¬ 
ance^.  74.) 

Other.  Includes  lamps  and  light  bulbs, 
clocks,  pictures,  fireplace  equipment,  window 
shades,  typewriters,  baby  carriages,  luggage,  lawn- 
mowers  and  other  hand  and  power  tools,  other 
housewares  not  classified  elsewhere,  and  rental  of 
furnishings  and  equipment. 

Clothing,  Clothing  Materials  and  Services: 

Clothing,  Men  and  Boys  (16  Years  of  Age  and 

Over) : 

Other  Outerwear.  Includes  shorts  (walk¬ 
ing,  Bermuda,  etc.),  clothing  for  participation  in 
sports  (bathing  trunks,  baseball  suits,  etc.),  and 
uniforms  and  protective  work  clothing. 

Other  Footwear.  Houseslippers,  rubbers, 
galoshes,  and  boots. 

Clothing,  Boys  (2  Through  15  Years  of  Age) : 

Play  Clothes.  Dungarees,  overalls,  shorts; 
clothing  for  participation  in  sports  (bathing 
trunks,  gym  suits,  baseball  suits,  etc.)  ;  cowboy 
suits;  and  uniforms  (school,  Boy  Scout,  band, 
etc.). 

Shoes.  Includes  dress  shoes,  school  shoes,  or 
play  shoes  with  leather  or  canvas  uppers. 

Other  Footwear.  Houseslippers,  rubbers, 
galoshes,  and  boots. 

Clothing,  Women  and  Girls  (16  Years  of  Age 

and  Over) : 

Other  Outerwear.  Includes  bathing  suits 
and  other  clothing  for  participation  in  sports;  uni¬ 
forms  and  protective  work  clothing,  and  matched 
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sets  (e.g.,  skirts,  shorts,  or  slacks  with  matching 
blouses  or  sweaters). 

Other  Footwear.  Houseslippers,  ballet 
slippers,  rubbers,  galoshes,  and  boots. 

Clothing  Expenditures  Not  Allocated. 

Clothing  expenses  for  individual  family  members 
that  were  reported  as  a  lump  sum  and  could  not  be 
distributed  among  different  types  of  clothing. 

Clothing  Upkeep.  Drycleaning  and  pressing 
of  wearing  apparel  only.  {See  Laundry  and 
Cleaning  Sent  Out,  under  Household  Operations, 
p.  75.)  Other  Clothing  Services  includes  hat 
cleaning  and  blocking,  dyeing,  dressmaking  and 
tailoring  services  (except  at  the  time  of  purchase 
of  readymade  or  custom-made  clothing),  garment 
storage,  clothing  rental,  and  watch  and  jewelry 
repair. 

Transportation: 

Automobile  Purchase  is  net  of  trade-in  allow¬ 
ance  (or  sale)  and  discount;  it  includes  the  pur¬ 
chase  price  of  the  automobile,  extra  equipment  and 
accessories  bought  when  the  automobile  was 
purchased,  and  all  financing  charges.  If  the 
automobile  was  used  for  the  family  and  in  the 
operation  of  a  farm  or  other  business,  the  respond¬ 
ent  estimated  the  share  of  the  purchase  price  that 
should  be  assigned  to  the  family,  and  only  that 
share  was  tabulated  here. 

Automobile  Operation :  If  an  automobile  was 
used  for  the  family  and  in  the  operation  of  a  farm 
or  other  business,  the  respondent  reported  total 
expenses  on  the  automobile  and  estimated  the 
share  of  operating  expenses  that  should  be  charged 
to  each  use.  Only  family  use  was  tabulated  here. 

Registration  and  Other  Expenses.  In¬ 
cludes  State  and  county  registration  fees  and 
taxes;  driver’s  licenses;  toll  charges,  parking  and 
garage  rent;  fines  for  traffic  violations;  auto  club 
membership;  etc. 

Public  Transportation.  In  home  area,  in¬ 
cludes  streetcar,  bus,  subway,  and  taxicab  fares 
and  tips ;  out  of  home  area,  includes  fares  on  trains, 
intercity  buses,  planes,  and  ships,  as  well  as  local 
transportation  when  away  from  the  home  area. 

Car  Pool.  Payments  made  for  shared  rides  in 
privately  operated  cars. 

Other  Transportation.  Purchase,  operation, 

and  rental  of  bicycles,  motorcycles  or  scooters, 
boats,  and  airplanes.  Also  includes  expenses  for 
a  borrowed  or  rented  car  or  utility  trailer. 


Medical  Care: 

Prepaid  Care.  Includes  payments  (or  deduc¬ 
tions  from  pay)  for  all  types  of  health  insurance 
or  plans  providing  prepaid  medical  or  dental  care ; 
employer’s  contributions  are  not  included.  Cov¬ 
erage  may  provide  broad  protection  against  ex¬ 
penses  for  hospital,  surgical,  and  nonsurgical  care; 
or  may  be  limited  to  protection  for  specified  haz¬ 
ards,  such  as  polio  or  school  accidents.  Does  not 
include  premiums  for  disability  insurance  ( i.e., 
protection  against  loss  of  income  because  of  illness 
or  injury)  except  where  such  coverage  is  part  of  a 
policy  that  is  primarily  to  provide  health  insur¬ 
ance.  ( See  Personal  Insurance,  p.  77.) 

Direct  Expenses:  Medical  expenses  that  were 
not  covered  by  health  insurance  or  other  prepaid 
plans,  or  any  portion  of  such  expenses  that  were 
not  met  by  insurance. 

For  Hospitalized  Illness.  Includes  all  ex¬ 
penses  for  the  patient  during  his  stay  in  a  hospital. 
In  addition  to  regular  hospital  charges,  includes 
fees  for  physicians,  surgeons,  and  special  nurses, 
and  charges  for  X-rays,  laboratory  tests,  medica¬ 
tions,  etc. 

Other  Practitioners.  Includes  chiroprac¬ 
tors,  chiropodists,  podiatrists,  faith  healers,  mid¬ 
wives,  etc. 

Drugs  and  Medicines.  Drugs,  medicines, 
and  vitamins  purchased  with  or  without  a  pre¬ 
scription. 

Other  Medical  Care.  Services  of  nurses  at 
the  patient’s  home,  care  in  a  nursing  home  or  sani¬ 
tarium,  laboratory  tests,  X-rays  (excluding  dental 
and  eye  X-rays,  which  are  included  in  the  totals 
for  dental  services  and  eye  care),  therapeutic 
treatments,  and  other  outpatient  services  at  clinics 
and  hospitals. 

Personal  Care: 

Other  Personal  Care  Services.  Manicures, 

massages,  slenderizing  treatments,  etc. 

Recreation : 

Television,  Radio,  Phonographs,  and  Musical 
Instruments.  All  expenses  incident  to  the  pur¬ 
chase,  maintenance,  rental,  and  use  (e.g.,  purchase 
of  records,  recording  tapes,  sheet  music,  music 
racks,  and  TV  leased  line  or  cable  service)  of  tele¬ 
visions,  etc. 

Participant  Sports  (Fees,  Dues,  and  Equip¬ 
ment).  Cost  of  sporting  goods  equipment  (e.g., 
baseballs,  golf  clubs,  etc.),  but  not  of  clothing  or 
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shoes  for  participation  in  sports,  which  are  in¬ 
cluded  under  Clothing. 

Club  Dues  and  Memberships.  Dues  for  social, 
fraternal,  civic,  and  service  clubs. 

Hobbies.  Expenses  incurred  primarily  in  pur¬ 
suit  of  a  hobby  ( cameras  and  photographic  equip¬ 
ment,  stamps  and  other  collections,  craft  materials, 
instruction,  publications,  etc.). 

Recreation  Out  of  Home  Area.  Includes  ad¬ 
missions  to  movies,  theaters,  etc. ;  expenses  for  par¬ 
ticipant  sports  such  as  hunting  and  fishing;  and 
similar  recreation  outside  of  the  home  area.  Other 
out-of-area  expenses  for  vacation  and  recreation 
are  included  under  Automobile  and  Other  Trans¬ 
portation,  Food,  Lodging,  etc.  All-expense  tours 
are  included  under  Miscellaneous,  below. 

Other  Recreation.  Admissions  to  dances,  pur¬ 
chase  of  camping  equipment,  and  gambling  losses. 
Winnings  from  gambling  are  included  under 
Other  Money  Income,  page  79. 

Education: 

Tuition  and  Fees.  For  colleges  and  profes¬ 
sional  schools  and  other  school  levels  such  as  day 
or  boarding  schools,  business  or  secretarial  schools, 
technical  and  trade  schools,  schools  for  handi¬ 
capped,  retarded,  etc.  Fees  for  child  care  centers 
and  day  nurseries  are  included  in  Day  Nursery 
Care,  page  75,  under  Household  Operations. 

Music  and  Other  Special  Lessons.  Instruc¬ 
tion  in  music,  dancing,  swimming  and  other  sports, 
driving,  etc. 

Miscellaneous: 

All-Expense  Tours,  etc.  Expenses  for  tours, 
summer  camps,  etc.,  out  of  the  home  area,  that  were 
reported  as  a  lump  sum  covering  transportation, 
food,  lodging,  admissions,  etc. 

Other.  Includes  interest  on  loans  other  than 
mortgages  and  business  loans;  bank  service 
charges;  legal  expenses;  fines  (except  for  traffic 
violations,  which  are  included  under  Transporta¬ 
tion,  p.  76) ,  and  court  judgments ;  marriage  license 
and  related  fees  to  ministers  and  organists ;  funeral 
expenses ;  expenses  for  raising  food  for  family  use, 
except  in  the  case  of  farm  operators ;  money  lost 
or  stolen ;  money  allowances  to  children ;  and  other 
expenses  that  cannot  be  allocated  elsewhere;  less 
any  refunds  not  assigned  to  a  specific  item. 

Personal  Insurance :  Direct  payments,  or  deduc¬ 
tions  from  pay,  for  life,  endowment,  and  annuity 
insurance;  fraternal,  union,  and  other  mutual  aid 
insurance;  social  security;  and  railroad,  govern¬ 


ment,  and  private  retirement  and  pension  plans. 
Employer’s  contributions  are  not  included. 

Life,  Endowment,  Annuity,  etc.:  Premiums 
paid  plus  insurance  dividends  applied  to  premi¬ 
ums.  (See  Dividends,  p.  78.)  Mortgage  (life) 
insurance  is  also  included.  All  insurance  divi¬ 
dends  are  considered  as  income,  and  amounts  not 
applied  to  premiums  but  left  on  deposit  are  classi¬ 
fied  as  increases  in  assets. 

Veterans.  Life  insurance  issued  by  the  U.S. 
Government  to  persons  with  military  service. 

Group  (Deducted  From  Pay).  Life  insur¬ 
ance  only ;  deductions  for  group  plans  for  prepaid 
medical  care  are  classified  under  Medical  Care, 
page  76. 

Mutual  Aid.  Reciprocal  agreement  whereby 
members  of  certain  fraternal  and  other  organiza¬ 
tions  agree  to  pay  a  nominal  assessment  upon  the 
death  of  each  participating  member,  thereby  ob¬ 
taining  coverage  for  themselves. 

Disability  Income.  Premiums  for  protection 
against  loss  of  income  because  of  disability  (when 
not  part  of  a  general  health  policy,  which  is  classi¬ 
fied  under  Medical  Care,  p.  76).  Such  insurance 
provides  specified  periodic  income  in  the  event  of 
illness  or  accident. 

Gifts  and  Contributions: 

Cash.  All  money  given  to  persons  not  in  the 
family,  including  alimony  and  other  cash  contri¬ 
butions  for  support  of  persons  living  outside  the 
consumer  unit,  and  gifts  of  stocks  and  bonds. 

Goods  and  Services.  All  types  of  goods  and 
services  (e.g.,  Christmas  and  wedding  gifts, 
funeral  expenses,  etc.)  purchased  for  persons  out¬ 
side  the  consumer  unit. 

Money  Income  Before  Taxes:  Total  money  in¬ 
come  during  the  survey  year  of  all  family  mem¬ 
bers  from  sources  listed  below,  but  excluding 
Other  Money  Receipts.  (See  p.  79. ) 

Wages  and  Salaries:  All  money  earnings,  as 
an  employee,  in  the  form  of  wages,  salaries,  tips, 
bonuses,  commissions,  and  pay  for  military  per¬ 
sonnel  on  active  or  reserve  duty,  before  deductions 
were  made  for  taxes,  savings  bonds,  social  security, 
retirement  plans,  group  life  or  health  insurance 
plans,  etc.  Money  earnings  were  adjusted  to  in¬ 
clude  the  value  of  two  nonmoney  items — food  and 
housing  received  as  pay — and  to  exclude  occupa¬ 
tional  expenses. 

Occupational  Expenses.  Union  dues  and 
assessments;  dues  to  business  and  professional 
associations;  licenses,  tools,  supplies,  and  special 
equipment  other  than  clothing  required  for  the 
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job;  and  expenses  for  travel  or  use  of  the  family’s 
automobile  on  the  job.  All  occupational  expenses 
represent  the  net  cost  to  the  family  after  deduction 
of  the  amounts  reimbursed  by  the  employer;  re¬ 
imbursements  in  excess  of  actual  expenses  are  con¬ 
sidered  as  additions  to  income  from  wages  and 
salaries. 

Self-Employment  Income.  Net  income  (gross 
receipts  minus  expenses)  from  a  profession  or 
unincorporated  business  (including  a  farm)  that 
was  operated  by  the  family  during  the  survey  year. 
Gross  receipts  include  the  value  of  all  goods  sold 
and  services  rendered.  Expenses  include  costs  of 
goods  purchased,  rent,  heat,  power,  depreciation 
charges,  wages  and  salaries  paid,  business  taxes 
(not  personal  income  taxes),  etc.  Nonfarm  self- 
employment  income  includes  the  value  of  goods 
and  services  withdrawn  from  the  business  for 
family  use;  the  retail  value  of  such  items  was  also 
recorded  as  family  expenditures.  Farm  self-em¬ 
ployment  income  does  not  include  the  value  of  food 
raised  for  the  family’s  use;  such  home-produced 
food  is  not  included  in  expenditures  but  is  shown 
as  a  separate  item. 

Income  From  Roomers  and  Boarders.  Re¬ 
fers  to  net  income  received  by  families  having  four 
or  fewer  roomers  and  boarders.  Income  from  five 
or  more  roomers  and  boarders  is  classified  as 
Self-Employment  Income.  Includes  money  re¬ 
ceived  for  the  care  of  foster  children.  In  calculat¬ 
ing  net  income,  only  the  value  of  food  allocated 
to  boarders  was  deducted  from  gross  receipts. 

Income  From  Rents.  Refers  to  the  net  income 
received  by  families  having  four  or  fewer  rental 
properties  (houses,  apartments,  stores,  etc.).  In¬ 
come  from  five  or  more  rental  properties  is  classi¬ 
fied  as  Self-Employment  Income.  Net  income  was 
calculated  by  deducting  from  gross  receipts  ex¬ 
penses  for  property  taxes,  insurance,  mortgage  in¬ 
terest,  repairs  and  maintenance,  utilities,  furnish¬ 
ings,  and — in  the  case  of  farms — the  landlord’s 
share  of  operating  expenditures. 

Profits  From  Stocks  and  Bonds.  The  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  purchase  price  (including 
broker’s  fees)  and  the  selling  price  (after  deduc¬ 
tion  of  broker’s  fees)  of  stocks  and  bonds  that 
were  bought  and  sold  during  the  survey  year. 

( See  also  Net  Change  in  Assets,  p.  79) . 

Profits  From  Businesses  Owned  But  Not  Op¬ 
erated.  Return  on  investment  in  an  unincorpo¬ 
rated  business  or  farm. 

Interest.  Includes  interest  received  (or 
credited  to  account)  from  bonds,  savings  accounts 
(in  banks,  credit  unions,  savings  and  loan  associa¬ 
tions),  notes,  mortgages,  etc.  Excludes  interest 
accrued  but  not  paid  in  the  survey  year  on  bonds, 
such  as  U.S.  Series  E  savings  bonds  that  were  not 


cashed;  but  includes  interest  (i.e.,  the  difference 
between  the  amount  received  and  the  purchase 
price)  from  Series  E  bonds  that  were  cashed  dur¬ 
ing  the  survey  year. 

Dividends.  Cash  dividends  from  stocks,  coop¬ 
eratives,  and  insurance  policies  (except  veterans’ 
insurance) ,  dividends  from  stocks  or  mutual  funds 
that  were  applied  toward  the  purchase  of  addi¬ 
tional  shares;  and  dividends  from  insurance 
policies  that  were  left  on  deposit  or  applied  to 
premiums. 

Public  Unemployment  and  Social  Security 
Benefits.  Amounts  received  from  social  security 
pensions  and  survivors’  benefits,  and  permanent 
disability  insurance  payments  made  by  the  Social 
Security  Administration;  railroad  retirement  and 
civil  service  retirement  benefits  (including  pay¬ 
ments  by  Federal,  State,  and  local  governments)  ; 
unemployment  benefits  paid  by  government  agen¬ 
cies,  employers,  labor  unions,  or  other  organiza¬ 
tions;  and  periodic  workmen’s  compensation  pay¬ 
ments  received  by  persons  injured  on  the  job. 

Private  Pensions  and  Retirement.  Benefits 
paid  by  a  former  employer  or  a  labor  union. 

Private  Insurance  Annuities  and  Trust 
Funds.  Regular  periodic  payments  from  annui¬ 
ties,  estates,  trust  funds,  or  insurance.  ( See  Other 
Money  Receipts,  p.  79.) 

Public  Social  Assistance  and  Private  Relief. 

Cash  payments  (or  vouchers  for  the  purchase  of 
food  at  retail)  through  public  programs  such  as 
old-age  assistance,  aid  to  dependent  children,  aid 
to  the  blind,  or  through  private  welfare  agencies 
such  as  church  or  Community  Chest  organizations. 
{See  also  Value  of  Items  Received  Without  Ex¬ 
pense,  p.  79.) 

Gifts  of  Cash.  Amounts  received  from  persons 
outside  the  consumer  unit  for  such  occasions  as 
birthdays,  graduations,  Christmas,  wedding  an¬ 
niversaries,  etc.  Such  gifts  do  not  include  regular 
contributions  for  support,  inheritances,  or  oc¬ 
casional  large  gifts  of  money.  {See  Other  Money 
Income  and  Other  Money  Receipts,  p.  79.) 

Military  Allotments,  Pensions,  etc.  All 

money  receipts  based  on  military  service  other  than 
pay  received  while  on  active  or  reserve  duty.  In¬ 
cludes  mustering-out  pay ;  reenlistment  and  State 
bonuses;  war  insurance  refunds;  dividends  on 
veterans’  insurance  whether  paid  to  the  family  or 
applied  to  premiums;  retirement,  survivor,  and 
service-connected  disability  pay ;  educational  bene¬ 
fits  and  other  allowances;  dependency  allotments 
(excluding  deduction  from  family  member’s 
pay)  ;  and  quarters  and  subsistence  allowances  for 
housing,  cost  of  living,  separate  rations,  and 
clothing. 
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Other  Money  Income.  Contributions  for  sup¬ 
port  (alimony,  etc.) ,  royalties,  payments  from  dis¬ 
ability  insurance,  excess  of  payments  by  health 
insurance  over  medical  expenses,  income  from  the 
sale  of  homegrown  food  when  the  family  was  not 
operating  a  farm,  receipts  from  riders  in  car  pool, 
and  all  other  income  not  included  elsewhere. 

Money  Income  After  Taxes.  Money  income 
from  all  sources  after  the  deduction  of  personal 
taxes. 

Other  Money  Receipts.  Inheritances  and  occa¬ 
sional  large  gifts  of  money,  less  taxes,  legal  fees, 
and  other  expenses  required  to  obtain  such  re¬ 
ceipts  ;  and  net  receipts  from  the  lump-sum  settle¬ 
ment  of  fire  and  accident  insurance  policies  or  as 
the  beneficiary  of  policies  on  the  lives  of  persons 
outside  the  consumer  unit.  These  amounts  were 
recorded  as  Other  Money  Receipts  in  order  to 
differentiate  “windfall”  receipts  from  regular  in¬ 
come,  and  were  not  included  with  money  income 
for  family  classification  purposes.  No  record  was 
made  of  gifts  and  inheritances  in  the  form  of 
real  estate,  securities,  and  other  property  unless 
they  had  been  sold  during  the  survey  year.  In 
that  case  the  net  amount  received  from  the  sale 
was  recorded  as  Other  Money  Receipts. 

Personal  Taxes.  The  net  payments  for  Federal, 
State,  and  local  income  tax,  poll  tax,  and  personal 
property  tax,  after  subtraction  of  any  tax  refunds 
received  during  the  survey  year.  Occasionally, 
tax  refunds  exceeded  the  taxes  owed  during  the 
survey  year  so  that,  a  family’s  income  after  taxes 
was  greater  than  its  income  before  taxes. 

Net  Change  in  Assets  and  Liabilities:  The  alge¬ 
braic  sum  of  increases  and  decreases  in  assets  and 
liabilities.  Net  increases  in  assets  or  decreases  in 
liabilities  represent  a  net  saving  during  the  year. 
Net  decreases  in  assets  or  increases  in  liabilities 
represent  a  deficit  ( — )  or  net  dissaving. 

Net  Change  in  Assets:  The  algebraic  smn  of 
increases  and  decreases  in  assets.  Increases  in 
assets  are  represented  by  increases  in  cash  holdings 
(including  interest  left  on  deposit),  business  in¬ 
vestments,  and  money  owed  to  the  family ;  pur¬ 
chase  and  improvement  of  dwellings  and  other  real 
property;  purchase  of  stocks  and  bonds  that  are 
held  at  the  end  of  the  survey  year;  and  increases 
in  other  assets.  Decreases  in  assets  are  represented 
by  decreases  in  cash  holdings,  business  investments, 
and  money  owed  to  the  family;  sale  of  owner- 
occupied  dwelling,  other  real  estate,  and  personal 
property;  sale  or  retirement  of  stocks  and  bonds 
owned  at  the  beginning  of  the  survey  year ;  settle¬ 
ment  or  surrender  of  personal  insurance  policies 
held  by  a  family  member;  and  decreases  in  other 
assets. 


Money  Owed  to  Family.  Includes  changes 
in  the  amounts  owed  to  the  family  on  mortgages 
retained  on  property  sold  by  the  family,  cash  loans 
to  individuals,  escrow  payments,  or  deposits  on 
articles  purchased  but  not  delivered  in  the  survey 
year. 

Purchase,  Improvement,  and  Sale  of  Own 
Nonfarm  Dwelling.  Includes  the  gross  purchase 
price  of  the  house  or  the  total  land  and  construc¬ 
tion  cost  for  the  family’s  principal  home,  if  not 
on  a  farm,  or  vacation  home.  Stoves,  refriger¬ 
ators,  and  all  other  consumer  durable  goods 
already  installed  at  the  time  of  purchase  are  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  purchase  price. 

Improvements  are  additions  or  installations 
which  add  materially  to  the  value  of  the  property, 
such  as  a  new  room,  garage,  or  porch ;  the  original 
installation  of  electricity,  heating,  or  plumbing; 
or  the  finishing  of  basements  and  attics.  Special 
assessments  for  sidewalks,  pavement,  sewers,  etc. 
are  also  included. 

Sale  of  the  family’s  dwelling  or  vacation  home 
represents  the  selling  price  or  trade-in  allowance 
of  a  home  sold  in  the  survey  year.  If  the  entire 
value  was  not  received  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  the 
amount  of  the  trust  or  mortgage  that  was  retained 
by  the  family  is  shown  as  an  increase  in  assets 
under  Money  Owed  to  Family. 

Investment  in  Farm  Business.  In  comput¬ 
ing  the  change  in  the  investment  in  farm  business, 
the  farm  dwelling  was  considered  as  part  of  the 
farm  in  purchases,  sales,  and  mortgage  transac¬ 
tions.  Improvements  to  the  farm  dwelling  are 
shown  as  a  separate  asset  item.  Change  in  invest¬ 
ment  in  farm  business  includes  change  in  the 
inventory  of  crops  and  livestock. 

Net  Change  in  Liabilities:  The  algebraic 
sum  of  increases  and  decreases  in  liabilities. 

Mortgage  on  Own  Nonfarm  Dwelling.  De¬ 
creases  in  liabilities  include  principal  payments  on 
first,  or  second  mortgages  on  the  family’s  princi¬ 
pal  home  or  vacation  home  during  the  survey  year 
and  the  amount  of  the  loan  balance  paid  off  by  the 
family  or  assumed  by  the  purchaser  of  a  dwelling 
sold  in  the  survey  year.  Increases  in  liabilities  in 
this  item  include  increasing  mortgages  through 
refinancing  as  well  as  taking  out  a  new  mortgage 
in  the  survey  year. 

Value  of  Items  Received  Without  Expense: 

This  information  was  collected  primarily  to  eval¬ 
uate  the.  completeness  of  income  and  expenditures 
as  reported  by  the  family,  and  has  not.  been  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  averages  of  income  and  expenditures 
shown  elsewhere  in  this  table,  except  as  noted 
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under  Housing,  below.  The  figures  represent  the 
family’s  estimate  of  the  money  value  of  goods  and 
services  received  as  gifts  from  persons  outside  the 
consumer  unit,  or  in  exchange  for  trading  stamps 
issued  to  customers  by  retailers,  or  from  public  or 
private  welfare  agencies,  and  of  all  goods  and  serv¬ 
ices  received  as  pay  except  food  or  rent.  The 
values  were  nominal  in  some  instances  when  the 
family  had  little  or  no  knowledge  of  the  true 
value  of  the  goods  and  services  received,  such  as 
the  cost  of  hospitalization  and  related  services  for 
an  extended  illness.  No  values  were  set  on  serv¬ 
ices  customarily  available  without  charge  to  the 
public  in  general,  such  as  the  use  of  parks  and 
other  recreational  facilities,  public  schools,  police 
and  fire  protection,  etc. 

Housing.  Includes  rent,  repairs,  or  improve¬ 
ments  to  owned  real  estate,  utilities,  household 
operations,  and  housefurnishings  and  equipment 
provided  without  cost  to  the  family.  However, 
payments  of  property  taxes,  property  insurance, 


or  mortgage  payments  on  an  owned  home  by  per¬ 
sons  outside  the  consumer  unit  were  counted  as 
family  expenditures  with  an  offsetting  entry  of 
Gifts  of  Cash,  which  is  included  in  Money  Income, 
as  was  also  Housing  Received  as  Pay. 

Medical  Care.  Includes  employer’s  contribu¬ 
tion  to  health  insurance  plans;  and  other  medical 
care  (hospitalization,  prescriptions,  visits  to  the 
doctor,  dentist,  and  outpatient  clinics,  etc.)  fur¬ 
nished  by  employers,  hospitals,  welfare  agencies, 
or  persons  outside  the  family. 

Value  of  Home-Produced  Food.  The  retail 
value  of  food  that  the  family  raised  for  its  own 
use.  Farm  families  were  asked  for  a  global  esti¬ 
mate  of  the  value  of  their  home-produced  food. 
If  this  estimate  was  less  than  $100  it  was  accepted 
and  used  in  the  tabulations.  If  it  was  $100  or 
more,  they  were  asked  to  provide  data  on  the 
quantity  of  food  produced,  and  the  value  used  in 
the  tabulations  was  based  on  these  data. 
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[Reports  for  the  rural  nonfarm  and  total  urban  and  rural  populations  are  joint  publications  of  the  Departments  of  Labor 
and  Agriculture  and  so  carry  two  sets  of  identifying  numbers.  Order  these  from  either  source.  CES  numbers  are
